When information was received of the passage of the 
high school law of 1901, this school increased efforts which 
had already been begun to raise its standard to that of the 
best high schools and comply with the requirements of the 
law. We were successful and among the first to receive 
the approval of the state superintendent, our certificate 
bearing a date in June, 1901. Since then that standard 
has not been lowered, the state approval has been kept: 
and no effort has been spared to make such work as we 
could do thorough and equal to the best. 

During the second half year of the school year 1902-3 
there were in attendance 21 residents of Merrimack enti- 
tled to town tuition, with an average attendance of 20 13- 
45 or 96 2-3 %. During the first half of the current year 
the membership of town scholars was 21, average attend- 
ance 19 2-3, or 93 2-3%.
